LONDON, April 13.—(AP) —Great Britain threw the over- 


whelming might of her navy today against the Nazi captors 


of Norway’s ore port of Narvik and announced she had sent 
seven German destroyers to the bottom off the rocky bay 
and narrow inlet there in the second sea assault on that foca! 
point of northern war within four days. 

Even while King George VI and the British government 
were assuring King Haakon of Norway and his people 
Allied help against the German invaders is coming and 
icoming soon, the great battleship Warspite, rebuilt veteran of 
Jutland, was leading a powerful flotilla up narrow Narvik 
|Fjord, smashing a German coastal battery and then sinking 
Nazi destroyers before and behind the town, killing perhaps 
a thousand German seamen. 

To Clarify Situation. 

The admiralty confidently predicted this daring victory 
would “clarify the situation on this part of the Norwegian 
coast.” 

It did not say whether any British troops were landed, 
although at least one Stockholm radio report stated to 
be a fact.

“Deeply sympathizing with Norway in her hour of trial, 
I assure your majesty that my government, in full co-opera- 
tion with the French government, are bringing all help in

|side with the Norwegian, may prove this latest outrage by 
‘Germany to ” King 
George added.

The storming of Narvik was hailed in rejoicing London as 
a prime achievement in vigorous British sea and air actions

making it one of the worst disasters of all 
time. The ship, embodying all the newest 
features of shipbuilding in its day, was 
882 1-2 feet long and had: been built at an 
estimated cost of $7.500.000. 

APRIL 16, 1746. 

Scottish Jacobite rebellion put down by 
the English at the Battle of Culloden or 
Drumossie Moor, settling the fate of the 
House of Stuart. The 7,000 Scots were ex- 
hausted and starving and in no condition 
for fighting, but tried to make up for lack 
of artillery by a suicidal infantry attack. 
Approximately 1,000 Scots were killed in 
the attack, and as many more fell in the 
subsequent retreat. The English, 9,000 


strong and well equipped with artillery, 


lost only 50 men. 
APRIL 17, 1861. 

The Virginia convention, called by the 
Jegislature, voted to secede from the Union. 
Although there was opposition, the move 
carried when the state was called upon to 
supply a quota of armed men to “suppress 
insurrection in the lower southern states.” 
The convention next made an alliance with 
the Confederacy and called up 10,000 men. 
The northwestern section of the state dis- 
agreed with the action and the state of 
West Virginia was formed. 

APRIL 18, 1906, 

San Francisco shaken by earthquake and 

then swept by a disastrous fire. The cen- 
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tral business and residential sections were 
hardest hit. Nearly 500 lives were lost, and 
estimates of property damage ran as high 
as $500,000,000. According to official rec-

ords 28,188 buildings were destroyed either 

by the ‘quake or the fire. Contributions to 

alleviate the suffering poured in from all 

parts of the world, totaling $10,000,000, 
APRIL 19, 1775. 


First battle of the American Revolution 
at Lexington. Since the previous year the 
colonists had been storing military sup- 
plies at nearby Concord. It became the 
objective of a British expedition which 
was engaged by a small group of volun- 
teers at Lexington on this date. It was a 
brief fight, early in the morning. A little 
later, at Concord, 500 minute men con- 
fronted the British and drove them back 
on Lexington. 

APRIL 20, 1889. 

Adolf Hitler, German fuehrer, born at 
Braunau, Upper Austria. As a young man 
he studied painting in Vienna and de- 
veloped his anti-Semitic and anti-Marxian 
views. Later he moved to Munich and 
served with Bavarian troops in the World 
War. His attempt to seize the Bavarian 
government in 1923 ended in imprison- 
ment, during which he wrote “Mein 
Kampf.” He became chancellor of Ger- 
many in 1933, and “Reichsfuehrer” the 
next year,

The United States 
has its own white slave problem, 
perhaps as vast as that of Europe, 
where the author shows the girls and 
women of certain distressed nations 
appear to prefer the life of a prosti- 
tute to the hardships that they en- 
counter as chaste individuals. 

Mr. Neumann refers in several 
places fo an exhaustive survey made 
of the white slave industry by the 
League of Nations, the report being 
shelved in the dusty archives of that 
practically defunct organization. 


Readers Clinic 


“T don’t know whether it’s the ef- 
fect of the war and all the isms in 
Europe,’ remarked the visitor as she 
deposited some books on the Clinic 
desk. “but I am becoming more con- 
scious of being an American all the 
time. And I have realized suddenly 
that I know very little about Amer- 
ican literature: that is, our olde 
erature.” 

“I think many people know a great 
deal more about English literature 
than American,” agreed the Book 
Doctor. “We have all read Scott, 
Dickens and Thackeray, but I won- 
der how many are as familiar with 
Melville, Hawthorne and Poe? And 
yet they are as essential to our Amer- 
ican background as the others are to 
the English.” 

The visitor extracted a book from 
the pile on the desk. 

“T have ‘Moby Dick’ right here,” 
she announced triumphantly. “I’ve 
always avoided it because it was 
about a whale, but it is mentioned in 
every book of American literature, 
so I’ve decided to read it.” 

“It is a magnificent piece of writ- 
ing. said the Book Doctor. “And if 
at times it seems slightly grandilo- 
quent—the subject is on a grand 
scale and demands it. Reading Som- 
erset Maugham’s ‘Books and You’ re- 
cently, I noticed that he rated Mel- 
ville, Walt Whitman and Poe as the 
outstanding American writers. Poe, 
of course, ranks as great because of 
his poetry as well as his great short 
stories—and he was the inventor of 
the modern detective story.” 

“T have read more of Poe than any 
of the other early writers,” she re- 
marked. “What about Hawthorne?” 

“IT would read ‘The Scarlet Let- 
ter’ and ‘House of Seven Gables’ be- 
cause they are a part of our Amer- 
ican tradition. You can’t read these 
books, of course, in the light of pres- 
ent-day ideas, but when you read 
them in the light of Puritan ideas it 
helps us to understand many things 
in America today. And Hawthorne's 
style was important: clear and lucid.”

“Well, I think most critics agree 
that ‘Huckleberry Finn’ is his mas- 
terpiece, probably as much of the 
soil as anything in American fiction. 
‘Tom Sawyer’ is good, too, and his 
‘Connecticut Yankee in King Arthur's 
Court’ is a masterly piece of satire. 
One thing that makes you feel that 
Mark Twain will live is that he never 
seems dated—the human nature he 
portrays is as true today as it was 
when he wrote of his own times.” 

The visitor rose to go, but the Book 
Doctor, like the ~Ancient Mariner, 
held her for just one more word. 

“For something so typical of Amer- 
ica that it is unthinkable for it to 
have come from anywhere else,” she 
said firmly, “you must read Walt 
Whitman's ‘Leaves of Grass. Not 
because it is great poetry, which it 
is occasionally, but because it is vig- 
orous and proud and full of the love 
of life—just as a new country should 
be.”

Guarantee of Merit 

“In matters of public service, In 
welfare programs, it 1s our expe- 
rience that competent Negro rep- 
resentation on supervising and ad- 
ministrative bodies is a guarantee 
not only that the Negro Civil Serv- 
ice employes will be welcomed on 
the of merit, but also, even 
more important, that the services 
avallable.to the public in general 
are accessible to the Negro public 
with little or no discrimination. 

“In this connection, during 1939, 
the national office records the fol- 
lowing:

N THE midst of the gigantic preparations 
we are now making to protect this coun- 
try and this hemisphere from any threat 

of aggression, our draft laws are a blind spot 
which might cost us our very existence as a 
nation — despite any military victories that 
might be won by modern war mechanisms. 

For, if war should come, with whatever 
nation, our man power — the most vital fac- 
tor in our national defense — apparently 
would be mobilized according to a system that 
bears about as much relation to our present 
national defense needs as a Civil War musket 
to modern, mechanized warfare. 

This system, under which America has 
drafted its fighting men since the Civil War 
and which presumably would be put back in 
force should we enter another war — would 
exclude from active service all men over the 
age of forty-five. The burden of the fighting 
would be thrown on youth — from eighteen 
to thirty. 

America’s first great war, the Revolution, 
was won by men up to sixty. But in the Civil 
War, the age limits for military service ranged 
from twenty to forty-five. The draft law of 
1918 expanded the limits on the side of youth 

to eighteen years of age. 

This law assumed (1) that a stripling of 
eighteen is better prepared to defend his 
country than a vigorous adult past the forty- 
five-year mark: and (2) that the country can 
better afford to lose a youth on the battle- 
field than a mature adult.

The march of events since the Civil War 
has made the fallacy of both these assump- 
tions more and more apparent. Better living 
conditions and improved medical technique 
have multiplied the years of the average man’s 
span of usefulness. Our falling birth rate and 
the cessation of immigration have put on 
youth the premium of scarcity. The mechani- 
zation of modern war has proceeded to a point 
where the qualities of middle age (mechanical 
training, general experience and calm judg- 
ment) are more important than the extraor- 
dinary physical endurance and the reckless 
courage of youth. 


To Survive a Victory 


‘Tere is no longer any good reason — if 
ever such reason existed — why the third of 
our population between forty and sixty should 
not share equally the burden of war with the 
third between twenty and forty. 

With the dynamics of world power as un- 
stable as they are, we must take a long-range 
view of our man-power reserves. The Ameri- 
can hemisphere is fabulously rich — and in- 
vitingly underpopulated. We have pledged 
its security from invasion. We are the only

world power on this side of the Atlantic, 
and if we are to fulfill our pledges, the time 
may conceivably come when our man power 
will be inadequate — unless we take steps to 
conserve it. 

That is one of the fundamental military 
reasons why our draft laws must be changed. 
On the side of humanitarianism, or sentiment 
if you will, there are other reasons for sparing 
the young. A tragedy of the last war was the 
loss of so many able, talented young men. 
We can never know how many potentially 
great men the war destroyed — nor what the 
world would be today if they had been spared. 

The older we grow, the greater becomes 
our debt to society. It is not a pretty thought 
that old men make wars and young men fight 
them. A patriotic father is in a better moral 
position when he can say to his son, ““Come!” 
rather than, ‘““Go!”’ 

But the overpoweringly decisive reason 
why we must amend our draft system springs 
from the brutal facts of our population trends. 
We simply cannot afford, from the standpoint 
of national survival, to toss away several hun- 
dred thousand young men in a war. America

ORD HAw-Haw of Zeesen was off the air.

ASEBALL and the movies are not 
the only industries that have 
talent scouts scouring the back- 

woods and canebrakes in search of 
promising material. There’s another 
field whose leaders don’t care about 
batting averages or glamor, but who 
wail long and loudly about the short- 
age of high-class talent. 

The industry is known vaguely as 
the ‘“‘Field of Research,”’ and it’s hard 
to label it with a more definite name. 
Its only business is to find out things 
that men never knew before. That 
might include almost anything, and it 
actually does — from investigating the 
contents of fish livers to tearing apart 
atoms with ten-ton guns. 

The business of research is carried 
on in 1,700 plants, operates on an 
annual budget of $250,000,000 and 
gives steady work to some fifty thou- 
sand people. What is more important, 
its dividends average $100 for every 
dollar invested. No wonder the execu- 
tives of research are constantly on the 
lookout for more and more skilled 
workers! 

Of course, these executives aren't 
looking for just ordinary workers. 
They are scouring the labor market for 
people who possess not only ideas but 
the initiative and ability to translate 
these ideas into action. 

The research men and women now 
at work, in the laboratories and libra- 
ries of our nation, are America’s mod- 
ern frontiersmen. Battling against the 
unknown to widen man’s knowledge 
of nature and himselt, they are sub- 
duing a frontier that will never be 
entirely closed. 

Research is one business that the 
depression affected hardly at all. While 
other businesses marked time, research 
workers marched straight ahead, mak- 
ing thousands of important new dis- 
coveries. They invented sulfanilamide, 
the muracle chemical that is said to 
save a hundred thousand lives a year. 
They developed hybrid corn that is 
worth millions annually to American 
farmers. They showed how white- 


paper pulp can be made from resinous 
slash pine, thus bringing scores of new 
factories to depressed regions of the 
South. 

Nearly all the great industries built 
in the last thirty years — radio, elec- 
tric refrigerators, rayon, plastics, air- 
planes and a dozen others — are castles 
that research built. They employ mil- 
lions of people today. And there are 
good grounds for believing that when 
our crushing unemployment problem 
is finally solved, more new industries 
created by intent researchers will have 
had an extremely important hand in 
the solution. 

Despite the huge fortunes they 
build for humanity, and sometimes for 
individuals, few research men die 
wealthy. These workers aredivided be- 
tween government ofhces, university 
laboratories and industrial plants, and 
few of them can hope to make more 
than $6,500 a year. A handful of top- 
flighters earn $10,000 to $15,000, or 
even more, but these salaries are rare 
exceptions. Most research sleuths must 
take part of their pay in the thrills of 
discovery and invention, and in the 
satisfaction of teaching their hard- 
won knowledge to a new generation of 
brilliant young hopefuls. 


Where Will They Come From? 


I. IS this next generation that is caus- 
ing the wise men of research the most 
worry today. Where will researchers 
come from? With knowledge becoming 
constantly more specialized, few young 
people can hope to make a dent in the 
field without a Ph.D. degree. In an 
average year, only about 2,700 Ph.D.’s 
come rolling off academic assembly 
lines, and by no means all of these 
have the types of minds and training 
that fit them to do original research 
work. A crop of 900 research people is 
a good year’s harvest, yet 1,600 to 
2,000 are needed annually. Even of 
the 900, not more than 100 ever rise 
to positions of real distinction. 

That’s natural. Genius is not too 
widely distributed among human be- 
ings, or at any rate we don’t yet know 
how to develop it fast enough. So keen 
is the competition for real ability that, 
in the case of one great technical insti-

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ity. It is estimated that only one 
experiment out of twenty produces 
anything useful. Another quality is 
bulldog tenacity. Most of the im- 
portant inventions spend twenty to 
thirty years in the laboratory before 
they reach the stage where they have 
commercial value. 

An original and questioning mind 
is definitely a third essential. Innumer- 
able important developments, such as 
the airplane, transmission of electric- 


ity by wires and quick-drying auto- 
mobile lacquers (to name a few of 
many) have been worked out almost 
immediately after world-famous “au- 
thorities’’ proved conclusively that it 
couldn’t possibly be done. Natural 
brilliance and the knack of working 
fiendishly hard tor long, grueling hours 
are among the other important re- 
quirements. 

For those who have such abilities, 
plus the right training, the horizons of 
research are limitless. We spoke ot 
studying fish livers at the beginning of 
this story. Researchers in the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries spent t 
years looking into the subject, anu 
their work laid the foundation tor the 
million-dollar cod-liver-oil industry 
Over in the Bureau of Plant Industry 
they got to playing around with soy 
beans, and found so many new uses for 
this Oriental immigrant that soy-bean 
acreage skyrocketed eightyfold in fif- 
teen years. Very recently a group of 
physicians looked inquiringly into the 
problem of pneumonia. They came up 
with ways of cutting the number of 
pneumonia deaths in half; and they 
say they have hardly started

A Lazy Man’s Crop 


It’s obliging stuff, as well as pecu- 
liar. From seed to seat cushion, Span- 
ish moss is a lazy man’s crop. It sows 
its own seed and grows without help 
in its soilless garden. 

Between April and June the blos- 
soms open, slimi-petaled, yellow, faint- 
ly fragrant in the evening; but the 
seeds do not mature until the end of 
the following winter. Then, along 
about February or March, the seeds 
float off like tiny kites on the breeze, 
trailing tails behind them. When the 
tail snags on a handy surface the seed 
stays there and sprouts and grows, 
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Here's what stuffs your mattresses, cushions — and Mary’s doll 


If the moss tannery is near by the 
crop is usually delivered green, just as 
it was taken from the trees. But if the 
tannery 1s far away the moss is cured 
at home and the tanned “‘hair’’ 
For some strange reason moss tanner- 
les are called “‘drying yards,”’ though 
the moss is kept wet as*it is cured. 

If it falls to the ground in a damp 
spot, moss tans itself — I told you it 
was obliging but the tanning pro- 
cess 1s sO simple that few people bother 
to search for the ready-tanned prod- 
uct. After the moss is gathered it is 
piled in a heap, wet thoroughly, and 
turned once in a while. At the end of 
seven or eight weeks the moisture will

have rotted the gray- 
ish-green outer cover- 
ing, which, in rotting, 
is converted into tan- 
nic acid, and the acid 
tans the inner fiber so 
that only strong, resil- 
ient black “‘hair’’ re- 
mains. 

Green moss 1s worth 
about six dollars a ton, 
but since it loses nine- 
ty per cent of its weight 
in tanning, the yards 
pay sixty to seventy 
dollars a ton for cured 
hair. 

After tanning, moss 
is ginned, combed, 

blown, or washed clean

Although moss has been used in the 
South for mattress filling since the 
days of the early settlers, widespread 
commercial demand for it is a recent 
development. As a result of the sud- 
denness of the moss boom, the de- 
mand is far greater than the supply of 
tanned hair; but every day more and 
more people are earning their living 
by combing the trees’ whiskers.

DON’T know what I think of the

ing house and burlding a small organi- 
zation to help her. 

The most recent development of the 
undertaking has pushed Mrs. McFad- 
den and her associates into producing 
the programs. They found that there 
were not enough programs suitable 
for children. Today they have their 
own opera, drama and ballet groups, 
touring from New York to Vancouver, 
to Texas, to Maine —all over the 
country, 1n short. 

The programs put on by these 
groups have been especially created 
for Junior Programs. John Louw Nel- 
son, for example, wrote ““The Reward 
of the Sun God,’’ a drama based on 
the Hopi Indians, John Erskine wrote 
a libretto and Louis Gruenberg the 
music for ‘“‘Jack of the Beanstalk,’’ an 
opera for children which has, says 
Mrs. McFadden, “‘one of the funniest 
giants in the world.’’ The reason he 
has to be “‘funny”’ is that children of 
all ages attend the performances and a 
“funny”’ giant does not frighten even 
the timiest. Then there is Rimsky- 
Korsakoff’s little known but enchant- 
ing opera, ‘““Bumble Bee Prince,’’ and 
Mrs. McFadden and Marion Farqua- 
har did the libretto for this. 

Because she is such a busy person 
Mrs. McFadden has learned to make 
the most of every minute in her pri- 
vate life. When she entertains, she 
does it buffet style. ““Thus I'd just as 
soon have twenty as eight,”’ she says. 
**Jellied veal with sandwiches or brown 
bread are an excellent choice for the 
main part ot a buffet meal. If you like 
I'll give the recipes. The brown-bread 
recipe was originally meant for pud- 
ding but I changed it a little and 
turned it into a bread.” 

Mrs. McFadden is a lady of many 
recipes, collected from all kinds of 
places. She’s also a collector of cook- 
books, and a master of the art of 
making simple dishes taste unusually 
good. ‘“‘Nothing could be easier,’’ she 
says, “than opening a can of pears, 
putting them in a dish close to the ice 
so that they get very cold, and then 
serving them with hot chocolate sauce. 
Then for variety try sprinkling your 
fresh asparagus with Swiss cheese 
it’s delicious. Small bananas fried and 
sprinkled with cheese are also very 
good as a substitute for potatoes 

Here then are some of Mrs. McFad- 
den’s recipes, including one for her 
famous many-layered cake. 


Brown Bread 

2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

l4 teaspoon soda 

14 teaspoon salt 

l4 cup bran 

2 eggs, well beaten 

4 cup milk 

l4 cup molasses 

2 tablespoons shortening 

Lg cup chopped figs 

l4 cup chopped dates 

Use 4 cup flour to dredge figs and 
nuts. Sift remaining flour with baking 
powder, soda and salt. Stir in bran. 


Goop REcIPES FoR Busy PEOPLE 


Combine eggs with milk and molasses, 
and add to flour mixture, stirring only 
until well mixed; now add the shorten- 
ing and fruit. Turn into a greased 
mold and steam about 2 hours. Serve 
hot or cold as bread. Yield: 8 portions 


Jellied Veal 

4 to 6 pounds knuckle of veal! 

Boiling water 

1 onion, sliced 

l carrot, sliced 

1 stalk celery, sliced 

L4 teaspoon cloves 

1, teaspoon peppercorns 

1 bayleaf 

3% teaspoons salt 

2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

Have butcher crack bone in several! 
pieces. Wipe meat with damp cloth: 
place in kettle. Cover with boiling 
water and boil 5 minutes. Skim and 
simmer, covered about 1] hour. Add 
vegetables, spices and salt and sim 
mer another hour or until meat is very 
tender. Strain; remove meat from 
bones and put through food chopper 
Mix with 4 cups stock and cook unt! 
thick but moist, stirring occasionally; 
place egg slices in bottom of loaf pan 
and pack meat mixture in pan on top 
of eggs. Chill thoroughly; unmold and 
cut in slices for serving.

1 cup shortening 

1 cup sugar

2 teaspoons grated lemon peel or 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

3% cups flour 

l4 teaspoon salt 

Jelly, jam or marmalade 


Cream shortening until soft and 
smooth; gradually add sugar, cream- 
ing until very fluffy. Stir in grated 
lemon peel or vanilla extract. Add un 
beaten eggs one at a time, beating 
well after each addition. Add flour 
mixed with salt, gradually, beating 
after each addition. Spread a very thin 
layer of dough on the back of 8 (8-inch 
greased cake pans. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 15 minutes o1 
until golden brown. Remove from pan 
immediately: cool and spread jelly, 
jam or marmalade between layers 
leaving the top of cake plain. Or t’ 
layers may be put together and toppeu 
with a chocolate whipped cream fill- 
ing, using the proportion of 2 ounces 
of sweet chocolate, melted, to 1 cup 
cream, whipped.

heels of the Reds, but as I look back 
on the 1939 season now I am con- 
vinced that we lost the pennant that 
afternoon. It was the freakiest of acci- 
dents. In fact, I never saw it happen 
before — and I pray I never see it 
happen again, especially to any team 
of mine. 

Brooklyn had a man on second base 
when the batter lifted a long fly to 
right field. Second Baseman Stu Mar- 
tin went out to short right field to 
make the relay. Jimmy Brown, our 
shortstop, ran down between third 
and second to cut off the throw. First 
Baseman Mize dashed down from first 
to second to cover the bag in case of 
a play there. The runner trotted half- 
way down between second and third 
when the ball was hit, and then scram- 
bled back to second after the catch. 
Brown hot-footed it back with him. 
Mize, Brown and the runner got to 
second all at the same time. The run- 
ner hit the dirt in a desperate slide — 
and Mize and Brown collided. 

Did you ever run into a lamppost? 

Maybe, then, ycu wili get some idea 
of what happened to little Jimmy 
Brown. Mize, you see, not only hits 
like Babe Ruth but looks like him, too. 
He stands six-feet-three and weighs 
220 pounds. Brown bounced off him 
like a rubber ball off a wall. Jimmy 
landed limp and bruised and uncon- 
scious on the edge of the infield grass. 

We had to carry him off the field 
and to the hospital, where it was found 
that he had a brain concussion. He 
was out of the line-up for ten days. 
Mize’s shoulder was badly bruised 
and his wrist sprained. He was on the 
bench for only one game, but there’s 
no doubt that his hitting was sorely 
affected for at least two weeks. 

We lost the next three in a row, 
dropping us to five and a half games 
behind the Reds. It was a cruel blow 
to the boys, and to any other team 
it would have been completely de- 
moralizing. Now, understand, I don't 
point out these injuries and their effect 
on the Cards to discredit the Reds 
and alibi our loss; | merelv recall 
them as a tribute to the new Gas 
House Gang. When you make a gal- 
lant uphill fight to get within striking 
distance of the leaders, only to have 
an injury jinx knock you down again, 
it’s enough to get the gamest outfit 
down in the mouth. 

But not the Cards. Although there 
were times when we had to use a 
catcher at first base and a second 
baseman at shortstop and an out- 
fielder in the pitcher’s box, the Cards 
stayed right in there and came back 
charging to make a second, desperate 
bid for the pennant. 


Mize a “Bad Risk’’ 


Tr's because they’re used to fighting 
against odds, not only as a team, 
but as individuals. Most of them came 
up to the big leagues the hard way. 
Johnny Mize, for one, was discarded 
by the Reds as a bad risk five years 
ago because of a trick leg that kept 
collapsing on him. But Johnny sub- 
mitted to an operation that might 
have cost him one of his limbs. To- 
day he leads the league in hitting. 
And there is Tom Sunkel, a doughty 
young southpaw. Tom, while with 
Atlanta in 1938, won the title of Most 
Valuable Player in the Southern 
Association, and last season with us 
he turned in several brillant pitching 
performances — notably a two-hitter 
against the New York Giants de- 


spite the fact he is blind in one eye! 

The new Gas House Gang not only 
matches the old Gang in fighting 
spirit, but also in the purely physical 
departments of the game. We have a 
great pitching staff, which is seventy- 
five per cent of a winning ball club; 
speed on the bases— not only in 
stealing but also in getting from first 
to third on singles; good hitting 
strength all the way down the batting 
order, with considerable extra-base 
power; a smooth-working infield, es- 
pecially capable around second base; 
and a truly great outfield, thanks 
largely to Terry Moore. 

Moore, I think, ts the greatest out- 
fielder in either league when it comes 
to fielding. He’s got lightning speed, 
he’s sure-fire on fly balls and he comes 
in like an infielder for ground balls. On 
top of all this, he has a deadly throw- 
ing arm; enemy baserunners have 
learned to respect Terry’s whip, and 
they don’t run against it. Now and 
then, however, they get fresh, and he 
has to show them — such as, for in- 
stance, that afternoon in Cincinnati .

SHOOTING THEM 
THROUGH BARS 


by Fulton Williams 


F ALL the snapshots we make, 
the ones that never seem to 
grow stale or boring are ani- 

mal pictures. Folks get tired of look- 
ing at snapshots of your children, 
even if you don’t; adult groups are 
pretty tiresome unless you know the 
people but it necessary for 
you to have even a nodding acquaint- 
ance with a polar bear or an elephant 
to make his photograph easy to look 
at over and over again. For the benefit 
of your album, therefore, as well as 
for your own pleasure, you should 
make it a rule to tote your camera 
off to the zoo sometime in the near 
future. Incidentally, why not plan a 
trip right now, when we're all being 
reminded that April 14-20 1s national 
“‘Be Kind to Animals Week’’? 

Winter, spring, summer or fall, 
you ll always find some of the animals 
at. the -.peak of their condition and 
ripe for snapshooting. Before feeding 
time you'll find most of them more 
active than they are on a full stomach 
—a definite advantage if you want 
your subject in any pose except lying 
in a corner sound asleep. You might 
strike up an acquaintance with the 
keepers, who can often give you help- 
ful tips as to dinner hours and other 
activities. 

Ot course, anyone can blaze away 
at bars and gratings and bring home 
two rolls of mediocre pictures of 
caged beasts, but that isn’t good zoo 


isn't 


photography. The best pictures of 
confined animals give little or no in- 
dication that they are in cages or 
pens, and it’s right here that your in- 
genuity and patience can convert zoo 
work from matter-of-fact snapshoot- 
ing to a healthy sport. You’ve got to 
select the proper viewpoint; you've 
got to wait for the subject to get in 
the right and, believe me, 
animals have their own ideas about 
such things! In short, if you do decent 
work, you’ve got a zestful job cut 
out for yourself, and it is anything 
but child’s play. 

Amateurs frequently make one 
mistake when they take these pic- 
tures. They forget that the shadows 
of bars cast across an animal by the 
sun often print blacker than the ac- 
tual bars themselves. You must watch 
out for that. 

Another thing many snapshooters 
forget is the fact that certain obstacles 
like wire fences or screens can usually 
be thrown so far out of focus that 
they don’t show in the picture. The 
accompanying shot of the red fox, for 
example, was made directly through a 
chicken-wire fence with a reflex cam- 
era that had a lens on a long bed, 
which made it impossible to push the 
lens through .an opening in the wire. 
The fox was about fifteen feet back 
from the fence, so the logical expe- 
dient was to open up the lens as wide 
as possible (f4.5 in this case), press 
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liquid absorb gelatine. Stirbriskly; 
drink’ before it thickens. Take 4 
envelopes Knox every day for 2 
weeks; then 2 envelopes a day 
for 2 weeks. After that, take as 
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the lens as close to the wire as possible 
and shoot. 

There is absolutely no trace of the 
wire in the finished print, because 
since the fence was only about three 
inches from the wide-open lens, which 
was focused on the subject fifteen feet 
away, the wire was entirely out of 
focus and doesn’t show even as a blur. 
The thing to remember in this situa- 
tion is that the farther away from the 
fence your subject is, the better. 

Another thing you must remember 
at the zoo is to get some good close- 
ups of animal heads. To me, they are 
the best features of any collection of 
animal pictures. Don’t forget, how- 
ever, that most of the creatures you'll 


be working on will be pretty dark- 
coated — much darker in ‘“‘complex- 
ion’’ than the people you’re accus- 
tomed to photographing. It’s wise, 
therefore, to wait for very good light 
before making an exposure. And it is 
also wise to open up your lens at 
least one more stop than you would 
ordinarily use for a close-up of a 
human being’s face under the same 
illumination. 

Finally, don’t take chances with 
captive animals because they look 
mild. A bear may have the nicest dis- 
position, but they play rough. And 
if you shove a camera through the 
bars he might mistake it for a lunch 
box and rip your arm open trying to

get it. And you'll find small comfort 
in the fact that it was all good, clean 
fun to him. 

Another point to keep in mind if 
you attempt any shots of birds, snakes 
or fish behind glass, is the reflection 
problem. Most beginners, fascinated 
by the exhibit, never see the glaring 
reflections that the camera picks up. 
So before making an exposure, look 
carefully aft the glass, not through it, 
and you'll probably be surprised at the 
reflections you see. 

However, you'll find that there is 
plenty of ‘‘camera challenge’ at the 
zoo, no matter what subject you 
choose; and the problems involved 
always add to the fun.

War has probably been speeded up 
more since 1918 than in all the his- 
tory of armed combat up to 1914.

To find out what medical science

5. Hearing and visual acuity de- 
crease in men over forty, but glasses 
may compensate tor failing eyesight. 

6. In this same group there is a re- 
duction in the rate, but not the apti- 
tude for, learning. 

In short, the medical record shows 
no good reason why, in a national 
emergency, healthy oldsters should 
be drafted along with healthy 
youngsters

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A GoLp MINE IN SPIDERS « « « by Roy Cuapman ANDREWS 


A well-known scientist 
explains how the lowly 
spider fits into modern 
industry and warfare 


F SOMEONE could only find out how 
to rear spiders in large numbers 
for commercial purposes and start 

a “‘spider farm’’ he might have a gold 
mint. But it is a pretty difficult thing 
to tackle. 

In the first place, the little creatures 
are cannibals and that makes it bad. 
Secondly, they demand living-insect 
food, and a lot of it. Thirdly, it would 
require about 57,000 spiders to pro- 
duce a pound of silk. But their silk is 
so fine, strong and elastic that it is 
better than any other substance for 
the cross hairs in optical and precision 
instruments like telescopes, bomb 
sights, range finders, etc. It is stronger 
and finer than steel or platinum wire 
of the same size and elastic enough to 
hold itself tight and straight. 

If a “‘glamor girl’’ wanted to wear 
something really different she might 
get some stockings made from spider 
silkeA few pairs have been woven but 
merely for a special stunt; they aren’t 
on sale and I doubt if they ever will 
be. As far as I know the silk is used 
commercially only for precision in- 
struments, probably because there is 
so little of it available that experi- 
ments to adapt it to wider use are not 
worth while. 


A spider's thread is 


The spinning organs of spiders are 
called spinnerets. These are fingerlike 
appendages, usually located near the 
end of the abdomen on the underside 
of the spider. Each one has a tiny 
spigot from which the liquid silk flows 
from internal glands. When the fluid 
comes out of the spigots, it hardens in 
the air and forms the familiar silk 
thread. One way to collect the silk for 
commercial purposes is to pull it from

stronger than steel or platinum wire of the same size 


the spinnerets of the living spider and 
wind it on cards for future use; an- 
other method is to take it off the 
cocoons that certain spiders spin 
around their eggs. 

Even though a spider’s thread is 
exceedingly fine, it is composed of two 
filaments that emerge from separate 
spigots, and for use in telescope and 
bomb sights these must be separated. 
I understand that the British Govern-

ment has a man in its armament- 
inspection department who separates 
the spider thread with a tiny knife. 
The threads used in England are 
taken from the gray-backed spiders 
that live on dahlias.

Dr. Willis J. Gertsch, of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, who 
is one of the most distinguished au- 
thorities on spiders, tells me that they 
make silk not just for fun but because 
it is of paramount importance to 
them during their whole life. 

One of the most interesting uses of 
their silk is ballooning. Young spiders 
climb to the top of a stalk of grass, a 
bush or fence, tilt up their abdomens, 
throw out a silk thread and wait 
patiently until it 1s long enough to 
bear their weight. Then they let go 
The breeze wafts the spiderling into 
the air and on his silken rope he may 
travel a tremendous distance. 

Darwin recorded that ballooning 
spiders landed on the ship Beagle 
when she was sixty miles from shore. 
The average flight, however, 1s prob- 
ably only a few hundred yards. The 
habit of ballooning not only aids the 
wide dispersal of some spiders but 1s 
also a protective device. The scatter- 
ing of hundreds of spiderlings in this 
way prevents wholesale canmbalism, 
for both the young and adults eat 
each other with avidity. 


Wrap Victim in Silk 


O; COURSE the silk-spinning activity 
of spiders is most beautifully shown in 
their webs. The orb-weavers are the 
ones that build the lovely whor!l- 
shaped webs. In this intricate struc- 
ture the spider waits ready to rush 
upon its entangled prey. Most of the 
web-building species wrap the victim 
in a sheet of silk and kill it by in- 
jecting poison secreted from glands 
connected with the claws in the front 
of the mouth. 

Some otf the funnel-web spiders spin 
a more or less even sheet of silk and 
place above it a tangled superstruc- 
ture to stop flying insects. 

Many spiders line a space beneath a 
rock with silk and some wolt-spiders 
dig burrows into the earth and hang 
silk curtains on its walls! Another 
ingenious one is the trap-door spider, 
which builds a trap door for its bur- 
row. It is a cover constructed of lavers 
of sand and silk which form a pertect 
door for the top of the burrow. 

Some spiders build a nest in which 
the egg cocoon is the central theme. 
It often represents the last effort of 
the mother spider in behalf of a new 
generation that she will never see. 
In its simplest form the cocoon is a 
superficial silken cover that offers only 
small protection to the eggs, but the 
cocoons of many spiders are durable, 
and sometimes are tinted in shades of 
red and blue. 

In parts of New Guinea the natives 
use a dip net made of a large spider 
web to catch small fish. A piece of 
cane is bent into an oval shape and 
twisted around and around among 
large spider webs until three or four 
layers are stretched across the frame. 
Although flat when made, it 1s so 
elastic that under pressure it becomes 
bag-shaped. One advantage of this 
net for. fishing is that when in the 
water it is absolutely invisible.
